I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Medioal  Report 
for  the  year  ending  Oeoember  31st. 1898. 

The  past  year  has  bean  in  some  respects  a  remarkable  one, 
Meteorological  condition  undoubtedly  exercise  a  great  influence 
on  the  general  health  of  the  community.  January  was  unusually  mild 

t 

and  dry.  September  too  was  one  of  the  finest, driest  and  warmest 
Septembers  on  record.  May,  June,  November  and  December  were  tbs  wst 
months  but  taken  as  a  whole  1898  was  fins, warm  and  dry  and  nearly  • 
free  from  harsh  cold  winds.  '  Onder  these  Gircumatances  a  low  rate  of 
mortality  might  be  looked  for,  especially  from  respiratory  diseases, 
vdth  comparative  immunity  from  zymotic  disease.  Such  i^b  the  case. 
Oar  death-rate  was  small  and  below  the  average,  being  only  10  per  1000 
and  as  regards  respiratory  diseases  only  four  deaths,  one  from  croup.

disease  (with  no  deaths)  was  represented  by  one  case  of  membranous 
croup  and  one  of  simple  erysipelas  until  the  close  of  the  ysai'*  when, 
unfortunately, w9  were  again  visited  by  whooping  cough  but  the  epidaml 
did  not  assume  a  character  sufficiently  severe  to  close  the  schools. 


The  mortality  in  the  early  part  oT  the  year  was  very  small,  only 
9  asaths  being  registered  up  to  June.  Of  the  full  total  of  29 
deaths  for  the  year,  the  infants  and  old  people  as  usual  make  up 
the  larger  number  -  6  under  one  year  and  13  over  66.  Of  adults 
belonging  to  the  working  period  of  ilf-s,  viz:-  from  16  to  65  years 
of  age, we  lost  only  7  and  2  of  these  died  as  the  result  of  aoeidant. 

It  is  a  matter  of  oongratuiation, gentiemen,  that  you  nave 
aocedsd  to  my  urgent  request  in  former  reports  for  the  establishment 
of  a  mortuary;  With  the  building  and  the  money  grant,  you  have 
placed  at  my  disposal,  a  mortuary  small  but  sufficient  will  snortij/ 
be  ready  for  the  temporary  reception  of  dead  bodies,  a  want  which 
has  long  been  fslt  hare. 

In  view  of  the  active  movement  now  being  made  for  the  preven- 
-tion  and  scientific  our©  of  consumption,  a  great  national  movement 
with  H.R.H.the  Priu;C9  of  Wales  at  its  head,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  draw 
your  attention  to  the  same,  at  it  behoves  all  sanitary  authorities  to 
recognise  its  importanos  and  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary 
for  dealing  ?7ith  it  in  their  respective  districts.  The  disease  is 
infectious  and  according  to  scientists  may  be  conveyed:-  (1)  by 
Inhalation  of  the  germs  from  the  sputa  of  sufferers.  '(2)  from  contln- 
-uous  inhalation  of  foul  and  poisoned  air  in  over-crowded  rooms. 

‘{5}  from  gsrmg  of  tuberculosis  conveyed  to  the  system  through  milk 

or  meat.  In  a  former  writing  -'‘Memoir  of  Climatology"  I  have  stated 

\ 

that  our  phthisis  death-rate  is  small. Sut  do  not  allow  this  fact  to 
remove  from  your  minds  the  necessii^y  of  taking  action.  -The  chief  object 
of  the  movement  is  PREVEi\TION.  Doubtless,  in  time,  branches  'will  be 
snread  all  over  the  country, to  make  a  crusade  against  this  fell  disease. 


I  would  urge  on  you  to  take  the  initiative, 


to  lead  net  to  follow 
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Let  PREVENTION  be  your  aim  and  with  your  peraission  I  will  make  two 
or  three  brief  suggestions  that  may  serve  as  a  guide^,  dealing  with 
the  three  causes  in  order  as  mentionecl  abovs»- 

(1)  Issue  printed  regulations  for  distribution  broadoast,  dealing 
with  the  origin  of  the  disease  and  a:iving  direotions  oonoerning 
spitting  in  publio  places,  disinfecting,  sleeping  aocommodstion,  milk, 
its  treatment  and  storage,  and  other  necessary  instructions. 

(2)  Make  stringent  raguiations  and  enforce  them, against  over-crowding; 
Here  comes  in  the  question  of  housing  the  poor  and  I  would  urge  you 

to  make  it  of  very  special  moment.  You  know  well  the  condition  of 
things  in  Scuth7v“old  tnot  that  it  stands  alone  in  this  respect  or  that 
it  is  worse  off  than  other  places), how  the  cottage  property  is  failing 
off,  bigger  houses  being  sr-soted,  demanding  rents  quite  beyond  the  reac 
of  the  labouring  class.  I  nsec  not  dwell  further  on  lihis,  you  have 
already  taken  it  in  hand;  I  trust  you  will  push  on  with  it  vigorously. 

(3)  In  dealing  with  the  origin  of  the  disease  by  means  of  meat  and 
milk  we  have  to  consider  the  important  matter  of  slaughterhouses  and 
dairies.  As  regards  the  former  we  have  only  one  in  the  town, registered 
long  prior  to  the  passing  of  ins  Act.  It  is  not  an  ideal  site  for  a 
slaus'htsr-house,  being  too  near  dwellings  but  whenever  I  have  visited 
it  I  have  found  It  clean  and  in  proper  order.  Ne  systematic  inspection 
of  the  meat  sold  in  the  tcv/n  is  ever  made,  yet  this  seems  desirable. 

So  also  with  the  00773  used  for  milking  purposes,  they  ought  to  be  sx- 
-amlned  periodically,  for  tuberculosis  is  prevalent  amongst  cattle, 
especially  milch  covjs.  As  an  important  measure  of  prevention  therefore, 
I  suggest  that  systematic  inspection  of  the  slaughterhouses  and  dairies 
be  ordered,  together  with  the  granting  of  full  powers  to  the  inspector 
to  confiscate,  if  necessary,  all  suspected  animals  and  carcases.  And  in 
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conclusicn  I  S9iz0  this  opportunity  to  beg'  that  you  tviil  now  talcs 
up  action  respecting  our  dairies.  There  a3:9  c.nly  two  or  three  drained 
properly.  All  ought  to  bs  well  drained.  The  lighting,  ventilation, 
air  space,  v/ater  supply  all  require  attention.  And  greater  oare  should 
be  expanded  on  toe  personal  cleanliness  of  the  odws:  Whenever  an 
inspection  is  made,  one  can  always  see  several  animals  with  their 
hind  quarters,  flanks  and  sides  thickly  plastered  with  mud  and  faeces. 
The  acoommcdation  for  the  storage  of  milk  is  far  from  satisfactory 
for  except  in  two  or  three  instances  the  places  are  badly  lighted 
and  ventilated  and  are  situated  in  unsuitable  quarters.  Revision  is 
of  the  highest  importanc.s,  for  milk  has  a  remarkable  power  for  absorb- 
-ing  gases  and  forms  a  most  suitable  medium  for  the  cultivation  of  io?? 


forms  of  life,  bacterial  germs  and  others. 

The  past  year  has  vritnessed  a  remarkable  change  in  the  Vacoi- 
-natlon  Laws;  At  the  close  of  1898  the  operation  of  the  old  Act 
ceased  and  a  new  one  containing  many  alterations  and  fresh  injunc- 
-tions  cams  into  force,  the  most  noticeable  features  of  which  being 
the  conscience  clause  and  the  performance  of  the  operation  at  the 
ohiid^s  home  instead  of  at  public  stations  as  heretofore.  During 
1898  the  vaccinations  fell  off  considerably,  less  than  20  being  sffect- 
-9d  at  our  public  station. No  conscientious  objections  have  been  lodged. 

After  due  notice  you  have  discontinued  the  custom  of  emptying 
private  dumb-wells,  privies  and  middens  at  the  public  expense.  As  you 
have  provided  a  good  main  system  of  drainage  with  which  all  can  connect 
I  consider  this  a  step  in  the  right  direction  for  if  you  allow  the 
necessity  of  emptying  these  pits  and  making  provision  for  it,  you  prac- 
-tically  admit  370ur  drainage  scheme  is  insufficient  or  else  unsuitable 


for  a  certain  portion  cf  the  town. 
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The  question  of  a  new  burial  ground  V7iil  have  to  oocupy  your 
attention  in  the  near  future,  especial iy  if  any  marked  increase  of 
population  occurs  in  oonsequencs  of  the  development  of  the  new  estate. 
At  the  present  rate  of  interment  our  burial  ground  will  only  suffice 
for  about  10  years  more.

have  lost  during  1098  five  infants  under  1  year,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  108  par  1000  children  born  and  registered.  This  is  the 
average  rate  for  the  past  10  years.  The  chief  causes  registered  are 
Prematura  Birth  and  Congenital  Debility,  the  ages  being  4  hours, 

23  days,  and  3  at  1  month. 

Child  mortality  (viz, under  5  years)  has  a  total  of  8  including  the 
infants,  tbs  ages  of  t-be  remaining  3  being  15  months,  2  years  and  3 
years, and  tbs  cause  of  death  Acute  Bronchitis, Meningitis  &  Laryngitis

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WATER-SUPPLY 


The  main  supply  is  from  a  wally  situatsd  near  tha  centra 

of  tbs  Oommon  and  is  in  the  bands  of  a  Oompany.  The  supply  is  oonstant 


and  at  high  pressurs.  The  ?73li  is  sunk  into  the  crag  formation  at 
a  depth  of  some  60  feet.  In  connection  therev/itb  is  a  water-tower 
with  service  reservoir,  capable  of  nolding  40,000  gallons.  Recently, 
a  system  of  polar! ts  filters  has  been  laid  dov;n  and  it  is  said  to  be 
working  satisfactorily.  During  the  past  year  an  analysis  of  the  water 
was  mads  by  tbs. Gilnioal  Research  Association  and  it  vyes  certified  as 
/‘'of  excellent  quality,  both  from  chemical  analysis  and  baeterioiogioal 
research”.  Another  improvement  has  been  effected  during  1898. During 
the  past  the  man  in  charge  of  the  vvorks  together  with  his  family 
lived  in  rooms  in  the  tower  and  also  cultivated  the  ground  around. 
This  garden  has  been  done  av;ay  with  and  the  tovrer  is  no  longer  used 
as  a  habitation  so  as  to  minimise  as  far  as  possible  the  risk  of 
ooutaminatlon  by  any  organic  matter  In  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
77911.  The  water-supply  is  also  in  part  derived  from  surface  wells 
distributed  about  the  town,  chiefly  amongst  cottage  property.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  water  is  very  srood  but  in  most  oases  it  must  be

SANITARY  INSPEOTION. 

The  number  of  complaints  made  during  the  year  has  not  been 
large.  All  were  attended  to  as  speedily  as  possible.  The  chief  were 
as  follows;-  l.Eaulty  joints  to  outside  soli-plps  at  20  North  Parade, 
recti fiod.  2. Bad  sanitary  arrangements  at  18  South  -End,  fluid  from 
privy  flowing  out  of  broken  receptacle  and  passing  to  well  of  drink- 


-ing  water  close  "oy.  Water  examined  and  oondemned,  vrell  closed  by 

order  and  proper  water  oloset  oonneotion  made  witn  sewer.  S.Jjar^e 
shed  sitoated  beneath  religious  meeting  house  in  bad  condition,  used 

by  a  fish  merchant.  In  shed, large  pool  of  water,  blood  and  fish  offal 

whilst  outside  was  a  large  dungpit,  with  liquid  filth  and  dead  fish. 

All  filth  removed,  dung  pit  filled  in  and  shed  oleansed.  4.  Shed  on 

marsh  not  registered  as  a  slaughterhouse  used  for  killing  S  oxen; 

Proseoution  and  oonvlotion  secured.  Complaint  re  gas  works  lodged 

by  a  householder  in' the  neighbourhood  and  not  without  reason  for  at 

times  the  smell  arising  therefrom  was  almost  unbearable  but  it  was 

not  of  2-  noxious  character  or  likely  to  endanger  public  health.  It 

arose  from  the  accumulation  of  deposits  of  the  lime  removed  from  the 

absorbing  chambers.  Sncn  aocsmulatlons  should  not  be  allowed  and  an 

order  was  made  to  abate  the  nuisance  thus  caused  and  in  future  to 

permit  no  further  deposit.  6. The  condition  of  the  marsh  ditches  also 

gave  rise  to  complaint,  I  Inspected  and  reported  on  them.  The  high 

tide  and  flood  at  the  and  of  1897  carried  into  them  a  large  amount  of 

filth  and  decayed  vegetation  and  following  on  this  oeune  the  heat  and 

drought  of  last  summer.  The  water  got  low  and  very  stagnant  much  sui- 
1 

-phuretted  hydrogen  and  marsh  gas  was  formed  causing  a  very  strong 
effluvium  to  arise.  An  order  was  made  to  clean  them  out  thoroughly. 

7.  Houses  unfit  for  habitation.  I  have  already  made  you  a‘spai-ial 
report  on  tne  condition  of  certain  cottages  in  the  town  which  are- 
totally  unfit  fob  habitation  there  being  no  drainage  and  no  water 
supply  and  the  roof,  v/alls,  windows  EcO,  in  a  ruinous  condition.  Two 
of  them  were  than  inhabited.  Action  nas  been  taken  in  this  matter  and 
in  all  probability  before  this  report  IS  read  a  oi'^oslng  order  will 
have  been  obtained  from  the  mssgietratas.  They  should  be  dsmoiishsd. 


Besides  these  many  minor  offences  were  looked  into  and  rectified. 
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A  speoiai  inspection  of  all  dairies  was  made  and  since  then  some 
improvemant  in  them  is  manifest.  In  addition  house  to  house  visitation 
was  continued  and  orders  for  connection,  made  where  necessary,  the  ?7orl£ 
hsin<  pusnsd  on  until  tne  oommsncsmsnt  ol  the  season. 

DRAINA3E, 


The  “Internatlnnal  System”  is  in  use  in  this  town  and  was  oom- 
-pletsd  in  May  1895.  As  far  as  the  actual  drainage  of  the  district  is 
concerned  it  has  been  working  very  satisfactorily.  It  is  laid  dov;n  in 
sufficient  extent  to  qover  the  area  of  the  whole  town  and  a  large 

number  of  connect ions  have  been  mads,  about  460  up  to  the  present  out 

\ 

of  a  total  of  760  houses.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  filtering  process 
and  mode  of  dealing  ?7ith  the  sludge  have  proved  satisfactory,  though 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  success.  The  sludge  is  mixed  in  a 
large  ooncrste  mixing  tank  ?7ith  the  town  ashes  and  refuse  but  it  become 
more  and  mere  difficult  to  get  rid  of,  farmers  appear  to  think  it 
possesses  small  agricultural  value  as  manure.  The  disposal  of  the 
sludge  always  presents  a  great  diffioulty.  A  new  scheme  Is  about  to 
be  triad  at  the  outf.ali  works  for  dealing  with  the  se77ags,at  first  only 
one  of  the  filtering  tanks  being  sat  apart  for  the  purpose.lt  is  known 
as  the  *'Anaoerobic”  and  is  a  recognition  of  tha  fact  that  the  natural 
destruction  of  waste  organic  material  is  effected  through  the  agency 
of  living  organisms.  The  bacteria  present  in  ordinary  sewage  multiply 
and  increase  exceedingly  under  certain  favourable  oonditions  of  medium 
and  temperature  and  they  are  able  to  liquify,  break  down  and  oxidice 
the  solid  organic  matters  suspended  in  it.  In  this  way  ail  sludge  is 


done  away  with,  it  is  practically  eaten  up  by  the  bacteria,  the  final 


effluent  being  free  from  ail  objectionable  odour.  The  idea  is  modern 
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and  thQ  prinoipla  good.  It  has  already  been  tried  in  other  places 
and  is  rsported  to  be  both  econcinicai  and  sl'f icacions. 

BRIE?  NOTES  GN  OTHER  MATTERS  OE  INTEREST. 

— OptnasoTi  Lodging  Boose.  —  There  is  only  one  in  th:%  town  and  that 
is  known  as  the  “White  Horse”.  It  is  well  drained  and  supplied  with 
water,  the  acocamodation  is  very  fair,  the  bedrooiss  being  well  aired 
and  the  bedding  olean  but  the  kitchen  is  small  for  general  use. 
Scavenging  is  carried  out  very  satisf aotoriiy. 

—  The  condition  of  the  streets  is  one  of  improvement  as  regards 
s?re9ping,  cleaning  and  watering.  Much  building  is  in  progress  and  the 
state  Oa  the  roads  where  that  goes  on  is  natoraily  effsotou  thereby. 
Some  complaint  has  arisen  owing  to  the  collection  of  water  during 
heavy  rainfall,  in  a  few  places  where  there  are  defects  in  the  paths 
and  roads,  but  for  the  most  part  the  borough  roads  are  In  a  good  ser- 
-viceable  condition. 

— Lighting.—  During  the  last  few  years  the  number  of  street  lamps 
has  been  more  than  douoled  and  the  lighting  is  on  the  whole  good  but 
not  quite  sufficient  as  thens  ara  still*  stretches  of  road  without  lamps 

—  Syalaws. —  Many  byelaws  are  in  force  in  the  borough  deaiins:  with 
good  rule  and  government  of  the  same  and  relating  to  nuisances,  dairies, 
and  miikshops,  hackney  carriages,  horses  and  ponies  for  hire  &o,  also 
improved  sewer  regulations. 

MEASURES  OE  SANITARY  IMPROVEMENT  NEEDED. 


—  D_rai£a^.  —  Now  that  we  possess  a  good  system  of  main  drainage 
it  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  soon  come  iniio  general  use,  more  connections. 

Many  defects  still  exist  in  various  parts  of  the  town 
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owing  to  the  want  of  proper  drainage  and  these  can  best  be  remedied  by 
enforcing  ccnrxecticn,  with  a  proper  water  supply  for  flushing,  for 
without  such  supply  no  water-oiosst  is  fit  for  connection  and  use. 

A  waterless  water-closet  is  an  absurd  anomaly  and  an  abomination. 

— Dustcins. — Some  of  the  old  crick  dustbins  still  rsmaln,  I  have 
reiarrsd  to  them  in  unmeasured  terms  in  my  former  reports  and  feel 
it  my  duty  once  again  to  draw  your  attention  to  them.  Organic  and 
other  refuse  should  be  removed  quiok|.y  from  the  premises,  not  stored 
uo  for  months  in  these  fiithv  rcaeptaciss,  the  walla  of  which  bscoms 
saturated  with  the  decaying  matter,  poisoning  the  air  with  foul  gasss. 
— Isolation  and  Disinfection. — At  present  we  possess  no  means  of 
isolating  infectious  cases;  FcrtunatsXy  ws  keep  pretty  olear  of  this 
class  of  disease  but  in  the  event  of  any  epidemic  occurring  we  should 
come  face  to  face  with  a  great  difficulty.  It  is  most  desirable  that 
infectious  patients  should  be  isolatsa  and  also  disinfected  before 
mixing  again  'wirh  their  fellows.  For  such  purposes  sffiolent  accom- 
-modation  should  ba  provided. 

_  Ovsrcrov/ding. —  Imnrovement  in  this- respect  is  much  needed.  I  have 

already  referred  to  it  earlier  in  my  report.  It  arises  from  insuf- 


-ficient  cottage  accommodaticn.

In  a  seaside  resort 
at  importance  to  know  not  morsly  In  a 
is  but  also  to  be  able  to  give  facts 
derived  from  systematic  and  consoien- 
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-tiaus  obssrYation.  .1  nave  now  established  a  fully  equipped  second- 
-crder  station  hare,  not  only  heoause  I  am  myssif  interested  in 
metsorolcgy  cut  chiefly  because  it  must  prove  of  service  to  the  town 
eventually  and  therefore  .1  am  in  hopes  you  will  recognise  its  im- 
-portancs  in  time,  when  I  am  able  to  give  you  a  longer  oonseoutlve 
period  of  observation,  and  lend  it  your  countenance  and  support. 

Many  local  authorities  have  dona  this,  in  some  cases  supplying  the 
instruments;  as  for  instance  at  Felixtowe.  Up  to  tha  present  it  has 
been  In  full  working  order  only  o  years.  In  the  future, if  a  oontinuou 
record  be  maintained  it  will  amply  repay  ail  the  trouble  and  the 
trifling  expanse  needed  to  keep  it  going,  viz;  for  maintenance  and 
repair  of  instruments,  services  of  a  second  observer  etc.  i  give  you 
now  a  brief  abstract  of  observations  for  1898. -
